Reserve Fliers 


Cable Airport 





Given Approval 


Reserve officers in the U.S. air 
corps may take their flying train- 


jing at the Cable Claremont air- 


port rather than at some distant 
airport as the result of the local 
airport being approved for avia- 
tion training. 

Dewey Cable, proprietor, re- 
ceived official word that his air- 
port had been approved for use 
by the reserve fliers and by oth- 
ers who wish to qualify for ac- 
tive reserve status. A minimum 
of 50 air hours a year is required 
of officers to ‘maintain their re- 
quirements in the reserve air 
corps. Previously the local fliers 
have had to take their mainten- 
ance training at airports in either 
Riverside, Santa Ana or else- 
where. 

The new ruling becomes effec- 
tive immediately and Mr. Cable 
has been unofficially informed 
that more than 20 air corps men 
in this area will transfer their 
training to the local airport. 

The local airport has been 
steadily developed as one of the 
best civilian air fields outside of 
the metropolitan area and the 
air corps’ recognition was wel- 
comed by Mr. Cable and his staff.
